REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance of the subject 
application in view of the following remarks. This communication is believed to be 
responsive to all issues raised in the 6/28/06 Final Office Action. Applicant appreciates 
the withdrawal of the previous claim objections and §112 rejections in the Final Office 
Action. 

$103 Rejections 

Claims 1-3, 5-15, 17-21, 23-28, 30-32, 34-36 and 38 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,757,824 to England et al 
( ! 824) in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,167,567 to Chiles et al ('567). 

Claims 1-3, 5-15, 17-21, 23-28, 30-32, 34-36 and 38 were alternatively or 
additionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 
6,327,652 to England et al ('652) in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,167,567 to Chiles et al 
('567); 

Applicant respectfully notes that both the '824 and '652 patents fall under the 
§ 103(c) exception and are disqualified as prior art relative to the present application. 
Accordingly, neither of the '824 and '652 patents can be utilized as a basis for rejecting 
claims of the present application. 

'824 is a patent that issued on 6/29/04. '652 is a patent that issued on 12/4/01. 
The present application was filed on 11/16/01, which is prior to the issue dates of both 
the '824 and '652 patents. Accordingly, if '824 and '652 constitute prior art relative to 
the present application it must be under § 102(e)(2) which states: 
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(e) the invention was described in — (1) an application for patent, published under 
section 1 22(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351 (a) shall have the effects for the purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty 
in the English language; or 

The Office makes a § 103(a) rejection based upon '824 and/or '652, however, 
§ 103(c) states: 

(c) 

(1) Subject matter developed by another person, which qualifies as prior art only 
under one or more of subsections (e), (f), and (g) of section 102 of this title, shall 
not preclude patentability under this section where the subject matter and the 
claimed invention were, at the time the claimed invention was made, owned by the 
same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person . 



The present application was and is 100% assigned to Microsoft Corporation. Both 
'824 and '652 were subject to an obligation of assignment to Microsoft Corp. of 100% 
interest at the time of filing of the present application. In support of this position, 
Applicant includes with this communication, copies of the patent assignments for both 
'824 and '652, and for the present application. Based on the above provided facts and 
citations, Applicant respectfully submits that both '824 and '652 are disqualified as prior 
art relative to the present application. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that 
the §103 rejection based upon '824 and '652 be withdrawn. Therefore, Applicant 
respectfully submits that the art of record fails to teach or suggest the features of the 
pending claims and requests allowance thereof. 
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CONCLUSION 



For at least the foregoing reasons, the pending claims are in condition for 
allowance. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
rejections, and an early notice of allowance. 

If there are any issues that would prevent allowance of this case, the Examiner is 
requested to contact the undersigned attorney to resolve them.
